,n impetuous flowing of speech, a daring 
disregard danger rendered hicu the idol of 


B followers. 
An easy adaptation of demeanor, to the 


exigencies of private lift1, a familiar con- 
rergauoe with the customs and habits of 
he world, dignified him in his intercourse 
with society at largo. 


Far interior to Toussaint in vigor and 


originility of mind, he was nevertheless 
lis Huperior in intellectual 
perspicuity, 


which fact is ia a great degree 
attributa- 


ila to his early Echolastio advantages. 


At the epoch of the revolution Chris- 


ophe promptly attached himself to the 
cause of his oppressed brethren, joined 
tho army under Tousaaint, who, diuuovor- 


his versatile qualities, made him 
IUH 


Ljieutcnaut, from which position he aoon 
dvnuced to s-jcoud in command. 


When Napoleon's expedition reached 


3t. Djmiogo, JJD Oierc with the major 
part of the tqaadron anchored off Oupe 
Jit.y, and summoned its immediate eur- 
render. 


Christophe 
eaid to the herald, "Go, 


lull jour Master that the French uhall 
march 
here only over ashes, and tho 


ground bhull burn beneath their feet." 


gttin LJU CLero demanded the surren- 


der uccompanyiug the summons by an 
offer of high rank in the French army to 
tho black chief, if he would submit. L 
Cicro found he had a man and not tmluvc to 
deal wilh, when ho received a reitera- 
tion of the brave Ohristophe'0 dctermina* 
tion : " GJ, tell your master, the decision 
of arms, and arms ulone can admit him 
into a city of ashes, and oven on these 
athcs we still will fight." 


After Toussuint had been 
gent 
to 


France, and Leclerc was engaged in die- 


iDg'j tho colored population, and the 


decree of the Colonial Assembly sustain- 
ing alavcry had been put forth, Christo- 
pho followed the example of Clorvaux 
aud j -.ined tho incurKontp, met and de- 
feated Kjchanibeau 
in 
oue of the mo£t 


angui^ .ry buttles of tho campaign, and 
soon aiter shut tho French commander up 
in C-ipo Franooip, whore he remaii-cd like 
a tigor driven to bis luir. 


Dating the reign of Dessslinep, Christo- 


phe lived in partial retirement, "bidding 
his time," for although the former hud 
been made Emperor, the latter was the 
moat bclovel by all clashes. 


Tbo death ol Oessalines opened the way 


for Chriatopho, a provitiouul government 
was at ouce constituted, and tho latter 
placed at the head of the state. 


This was a virtual revolution, and 


Cbristophe regarded himself by the pro* 
visional appointment, as the chief of the 
army, to govern "ad interim" until the 
formation of a new government. 


Bat the mulattoes, who had long been 


in obscurity, rallied, got a majority in the 
convention, elected Pdtion President o: 
the Republic of Hayti. 


Cbristophe, believing he had a right to 


the Succession, collected his adherents and 
determined to appeal to the arbitrament 
of arms, failing in which enterprise he 
would erect another government in the 
north, with Cape Franooiu aa its capital 


Cbristophe feeling, however, that his 


assumption of power was aiter all but B 
usurpation without the formal sanction o 
the people, aud therefore his rival at Fort 
aa Prince possessed immense advantages 
ovec bin, inaimuch 11 be held hit pre- 
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rogative in accordance with the constitu- 
tion. 


To remedy this defect, which, of course, 


weakened his authority, he resolved to 
frame another constitution, which would 
confirm him in the power ho bad assumed 
und at the simo time furnish a legal ex- 
cuse for maintaining the attitude he had 
baken. 
In accordance with this deter- 


mination, ho convoked another assembly 
at Cnpe Francois, composed of the gener- 
als cf bis army and tho principal citizens 
of the province, who, in an incredibly 
short tim°, adopted another constitution, 
dated the 17ih of February, 1807. This 
new enactment declared all persons re- 
siding in Hayti free citizens, and that the 
government was to bo administered by a 
supreme magistrate, whose title was to be 
President of State aud Geueral-iu-Chief of 


e land and naval forces. 
Thus firmly 
tented Chriatopuo 
felt 


ineclf moro powerful, and more secure 


;rom civil insurrections. 
Nevertheless, he 


was not destined long to hold peaceable 
possession of tho entire territory of hie 
province, ua muuy of tho inhabitants \ re- 
'errcd tho moro Ipgilimite government of 
Potion, and therei'iro throw of their alle- 
giance to his rival. 


Tne two Presidents prepared for war 


Christopher opened the campaiira by at- 
tacking Gonaives with an immense army( 
which he completely invested. 


Petion's 
troops 
wore 
defeated, and 


saved themselves from cnpluro by escap- 
ing to Port au Piinc?, by sea. 


The war continued throe year', -when & 


new competitor appeared ia tho person of 
Andre Rigeaud, one of Ciiristophe's for- 
mer collcuKuet, but a mulattos. 


Christophe uow censed for a while, but 


when be felt the time had arrived, renew- 
ed tho war, and iu 1810 captured the Mole 
Ste Nichols, tie Blrongest fort on tho 
island.
